AT LETTER FRAUDS. 


Sentenced . Six 
: Month 


CAUGHT, IN IN ri: : 


The atory of how an’ unemploy- 
ed Chinese was about to’ embark 
on a series of frauds by using 
forged letters, was told by Detec- 
tive-Sergeant J. Kennedy before 
Mr. W, Schofield. in the Central 
Police. Court this morning. 

The defendant, Mak Kam-chuen, 
Pleaded guilty to the unlawful re- 


jceiving of a letter which had been 


stolen. from Fung Cheung-kai, of 
21, Queen’s Road East, and de- 
amanding a ‘quantity of silk from 
the complainant, by means of a 
false document. .A charge. of the 
‘larceny of the letter, to which the: 
defendant also pleaded guilty, was 
withdrawn. 

Sergeant Kennedy related that 
in September last year, the com- 
plainant received a letter purport- 
ing to have come from hia sister 
in Manila, asking for the loan of 
$150. Surprised at this, he became 
suspicious, and sent a cable.to con- 
firm the request. ‘A reply was re- 
ceived in the negative. 

Complainant was.then aware of 


the fact that his correspondence 
was being interferred with. Noth- 
ing happened until June © 26, 
when the defendant went to his 


|floor, and representing himself as 


Wong Wing and as a steward who 
worked in Exopress and Dollar lin- 
ers, presented a letter. Complain- 
ant suggested going .to the Police 
Station where upon the defendant 
tan to a window and threw four or 
five letters out into the road.. They |. 
were picked up by an inmate, 

Defendant. later ‘took Detective 
Chan Tung to his premises at 1, 
Wing Fung Street, where under a 
matting on his bed was discover- 
ed original of the letter.

He assured his listeners that he 
was speaking from personal know- 
ledge because he had. been in con- 
tact with, or had. lived near, the 
members .of the Legion on several 
occasions: first about 30 yeats azo,
